b. Except for the President, honors will not 
be accorded between retreat and reveille, on 
Sundays, or on national holidays (except Armed 
Forces and Independence Days), unless the offi- 
cer directing the honors believes the occasion 
requires an exception. If a distinguished visiter 
so desires, he will be honored at the first avail- 
able opportunity thereafter.

(4) The band, if available. Recorded 
music of the USAF band may be 
uaed. 

16) Additional flights in line with the 
band. (See attachment 1 which shows 
the honor formation for the Presi- 
dent. The installation commander 
may use additional flights on other 
special occasions.) 

b. Members of the honor formation win be 
selected for their alertness, dress, and military 
bearing. Trustworthiness is essential. Adequate 
precautions will be taken to make sure that the 
persons selected are of unquestioned loyalty and 
character.

8. Ceremony on Departure of a Distin- 
guished Vlsltori 

a. The ceremony on departure of a dis- 
tinguished visitor entitled to such honors is sub- 
stantially the same as the ceremony on arrival, 
but in reverse. The honor formation is identical. 
(Sec footnotes 1 and 6 to the Table of Honors.) 
The ceremony may be modified if a visitor de- 
parts from the installation in a type of transpor- 
tation different from that in which he arrived. 

b. The ceremony described in this paragraph 
is one for a distinguished visitor entitled to mm 
honors whose departure is by airplane. The 
visitor's car is driven to a point in front of the 
honor flight commander who brings the forma- 
tion to attention and salutes. The band plays 
inspection music or a march. The visitor, either 
accompanied or met by the installation com- 
mander, proceeds to the same place at which he 
received honors on arrival, and both will take 
the same positions facing the colors. The aide 
will meanwhile escort members of the visitor's 
party from their care to the airplane by a route 
outside the aisle of honor airmen. The honor
